Registration of Births and Deaths. 
An act passed by the late Legislature 


and approved by Governor Pattison pro- 
vides that a record of births aud deaths 
shall be kept in the several counties of 
the State. 


The Clerk of the Courts will have 


charge of the record made from data 
furnished by the Assessors, who, at the 
time of making their semi-annual assess- 
ments, are required to make inquiry and 
obtain information on the 
following 


points: As to births, the full name ol 
the child, sex and color, full names of 
father and mother, with their residence 
and occupation of the father, and date 
and place of birth; as to deaths, the full 
name of the deceased, color, sex and 
age, whether married or single, place of 
birth, occupation, date and place of 
death, cause of death, duration of last 
illness, and place and date of interment. 


Tbe Assessors make tl>'s retma at the 


same time of their semi-annual returns 
to the County Commissioners, under 
oath that they made diligent inquiry as 
to the data required. For tin's service 
the Assessors receive live cents for each 
birth and for each death. 


The data thus collected and pvesei v-ed 


will \»primnfaeie evidence of tlie facts 
contained. Pennsylvania is belrndmost 
of her sister states in this line, aud tbe 
wisdom and usefulness of the act w:n 
be shown more every year.

and sank by the Campsidown, also a British 
warship, commanded by Captain Johnson. 
The Victoria carried a complement of 718 
officers, seamen and boys, and oat ol this 
total 463 lives were losi. 


The disaster occurred (iff Tripoli, a seaport 


town fifty miles northeast of Beyroot, Syria, 
and a comparatively abort distance from the 
Inland of Cyprus. The Victoria carried the 
flig of Vice Admiral Sir George Tryon, K. 
C. B-, who is among the drowned. 


When struck by the Camperdown the Vic- 


toria had a preat hole torn in her side, 
through which the water poured in torrents. 
The immense hall of the Victoria at once be- 
gan to settle, and before those on board ol 
her could cast loose their small boats she 
went to Ihe bottom, carrrying with her 
nearly all on board. 


As soon as the officers ot the Victoria saw 


that theie was danger of their ship founder- 
ing orders were given to close the collision 
bulkheads, in order to keep the water in tbe 
compartment into which the Camperdown 
had shoved her ram. The sailors tried to 
obey tbe order, bnt tbe ship was making 
water too fast to allow of closing the bulk- 
lieada, and wbile the men were still trying 
to shut them, the vessel, with her immense 
gnus and heavy top hamper, turned operand 
carried them down. Some of the officers 
and crew managed to get ont of the suction 
caused by the sinking vessel and were res- 
cued . 


A dispatch received at midnight from Bey- 


root says that the collision occnrred at 5 
o'clock this afternoon, about seven miles 
from Tripoli. The vessels were almost at 
right angles when the Victoria was struck. 
Those on the Victoria's deck at the moment 
of collision scramble:! away and were res- 
cued by boats from tbe Camperdown and 
several other vessels. The men below had 
no time to reach the deck. 


The sudden keeling of the Victoria caused 


her to begin to fill immediately and no es- 
cape was possible. It is difficult to obtain 
the names of tbe rescued, as they are aboard 
several vessels and so far all efforts have 
been devoted to recovering bodied. 


Shortly after the collision five bodies were 


taken from the water, one of them tbe body 
of the chief paymaster. 
They were bnried 


this evening with military honors at Tripoli. 
The Camperdown was severely damaged for- 
ward in the collision. Temporary repairs 
will be made and she will start for home. 


It is*said here that several times the Vic- 


toria had shown signs of weakness in ber 
steering gear. One theory is that on ac- 
count of this weakness she became nnman- 
agable and could not get ont of the Camper- 
down's way. 


Rear Admiral Albert H. Markham, of tbe 


Trafalgar, the flagship of the Rear Admiral 
in the Mediterranean, telegraphed to the 
Admiralty from Tripoli, Syria, nnder date 
of to day, as follows: 


'•I regret to report that while manceuvring 


off Tripoli this afternoon the Victoria and 
Camperdown collided. 
The Victoria sank 


in fifteen minutes in eighteen fatboms of 
water. She lies bottom uppermost. The 
Camperdown's ram struck the Victoria for- 
ward of the tnrret on the starboard side. 
Twenty-one officers were drowned. 
Two 


hundred and filly-five men were saved- 
The icjury to the Camperdown has not yet 
been fully ascertained, bnt it is serious, and 
will necessitate her going on dock for re- 
pair?. I propose * > send the survivors to 
Malta." 


In the continued absence of authentic in- 


formation as 1} the exact cause of tbe Vic- 
toria catastrophe naval experts are theoriz- 
ing and seeking to read the lesson taught by 
this great naval disaster. 
Tbe opinions vary 


between defective steering gear and misun- 
derstood signals. 
Admiral Gherardi is one 


of the high naval lights who inclines to the 
belief that the steering gear failed.

lizzie Borden Acquitted, 


IND OF A FAMOUS MUBDKB TRIAL. 
Miss lizzie Borden, who was on trial about 


two weeks at New Bedford, Mass., charged 
with tbe murder of her father and mother- 
-in-law at Lynn almost a year ago, was 
quitted on Wednesday. Tbe trial wpi the 
most sensational and created more general 
interest than any ever held in New England, 
and tbe verdict, which was received with 
universal approval, only adds to the mystery 
surrounding the terrible tragedy. 


When the great battle between the lead- 


ing lawyers of New England was concluded 
she was tbe last to speak to the jury in her 
own behalf. Calmly lacing the 12 men who 
absolutely held her life in their hands, she 
said : "I am innocent, bnt I will leave my 
case in your hands and with my counsel." 


Justice Dewey then charged the jary. 


He told them to disregard previous hearings, 
and defined the different degrees of murder. 
He stated the presumption of innocence, 
wbich was increased by defendant's charac- 
ter. 


The jury filed into their seats and were 


polled. Misa Borden waa asked to stand np, 
and the foreman was asked to return the 
verdict, npon which he announced: "Not 
gnilty." Miss Borden's head went down 
npon the rail in front of her and tears came 
where they had refused to come for many a 
long day, as she heard the sweetest wori*s 
ever poured into her willing ears, the words 
"not gnilty." 


Ex-Governor Robinson, one of the counsel 


defending Misa Borden, apoke pi follows in 
regard to the case : 


"The -verdict in the Borden case was a 


righteous one. I have bnt one opinion 
since I first tajked with Miss Borden, and 
that is that she is innocent. 
I have seen her 


a great many times, too, and she was very 
near to me. The evidence proved her inno- 
cent and the jury so believed. 
Why, the 


jurors bad made up their minds and were 
ready to render a verdict before they left 
their seats. But they thought it would not 
be entirely within the bonnda of propriety 
unless they retired, end they did so. 


"Daring the trial Miss Borden received 


about fiftv letters a dap and a great profu- 
sion of fioweis. Her room was literally 
hanked with snch tributes from friends all 
over the country. 
The missives contained 


largely words of sympathy and good cheer. 


"An entirely wrong impression hps gone 


ont abont her as to her demeanor and per- 
sonality. She is an intelligent, womanly 
woman, and conducted herself with great 
propriety all through the trial. Miss Lizzie 
has said to me that the Borden murders were 
as runcb of a mystery to her PS to any one 
else. 


"During tbe trial it is a fact that I did 


receive atint fifty letters from cranks con- 
fessing to the Borden murders."

is at certain as that Congress will meet.

A LAW ON DBUDS.—The act of :=sembly 


approved by the Govetnor May I9.h, 1893, 
relative to the recording of deeds, etc., is of 
great importance. The act is intended to 
be a safeguard against fiaud and provides as 
» remedy that all dee ia and conveyances 
made in the Stete oi Pennsylvania after tbe 
passage of this act, shall be recorded in 
the office of the Recorder of Deeds in the 
county where tbe lands lie within 90 days 
after the execution of such deeds or convey- 
ance^ and any deed executed in this Com- 
monwealth and not recorded within the 
time specified shall be deemed fraudulent 
and void against any subsequent purchaser 
for valid 
consideiation or mortgage, or 


creditor of the grantor. The act further 
provides that all BUC'J deeds and convey- 
ance* which shall be made and executed ont 
of this common we-illh after the ptssageof 
this act shall be rer >rded in the office for the 
Recording of Deeds in the county where 
tbe lands and hereditaments specified in 
snch deed or deeds do lie, within six months 
from execution thereof. 
All deeds must be 


recorded within the period of ninty days 
from date of execnlion. After ninety days 
the holder ot unrecorded title is liable to 
lose it for want ot record. This act also ap- 
plies to all conveyances nude and remain- 
ing unrecorded prior to tbe date of this act, 
and is extended to credit MS of vendor.—

OVER TWENTY PERSONS KrLLKB ANDTBBIB 


REMAINS TEBB1HLY MANQLKD. 


PERKY, Kan., Jane 22.—The most de- 


structive and death-dealing cyclone that 
ever 
visited 
Eastern 
Kansps 
passed 


through Williamstown and the surround- 
ing country in Jefferson country abont 7 
o'clock last evening. 
It traveled southeast, 


and took in a scope of country half a mile 
wide and abont six miles long. Not a 
honse, bard or tree was left standing in its 
path. It was accompanied by a terrible 
rain storm and midnight darkness. 
Eleven 


bodies have so far been discovered, and it is 
known that at least five more were killed. 


Tbe dead are: L. F. Evans, Emory 


Evans, T. E. Biddle, Mrs. John Hntchin- 
son, Samuel Kincaide, Clara Kincaide, Sadie 
Kincaide, Walter Kincaide, Eva Kincaide, 
William Kincaide and Samuel Stewart. 


Their bodies are all horribly mangled. 


Mrs. Hntcbinson's limbs were found iii 
a tree a mile from tbe house, Eva Kin- 
caide's head was severed from the body. 


Thtee persons are known to ta fatally 


injured aud many others are seriously 
hurt. The fatally injured : Knse Gray, 
Horace Gray, Arthur Jones, Walter Mc- 
Cracke-rj. It is probable that at least 
twenty persons have keen killed oid thirty 
honses blown down. 


Missouri and Iowa were also visited by 


tbe cyclone. 
At Conception, Mo., the 


honse of John Doyle was blown down and 
Doyle and his wifa and an old man were 
killed, the latter being decapitated.

Fattening of Swine. 


Fattening of swine is the subject 


treated of in the second annual report 
of Professor J. "W. Robertson, Cana- 
dian Dairy Commissioner. In view of 
the great profit secured by swine 
breeders for their product last season 
the Professor's experiments are timely. 
The experiments were carried on at 
the experiment farm located at Ottawa, 
Ontario. The 
experiments 
covered 


the following points: First, the dif- 
ferent amounts of grain required to 
produce a pound of increase in live 
weight when fed steamed and warm in 
one case and raw and cold in another. 
Second, a record of the comparative 
quantities of grain required to pro- 
duce a pound of increase in live weight 
during the different stages of the feed- 
ing period. The grain was fed wet in 
both instances. There were twenty- 
four pigs in the experiment, sixteen 
being Berkshire grades and eight be- 
ing Chester White grades. Cold water 
waa given to the pigs to drink in ad- 
dition to the wet feed already men- 
tioned, and a mixture of wood ashes 
and salt was provided for them, to 
which they had free access. The Pro- 
fessor's conclusions are that there is 
no appreciable difference in the num- 
ber of pounds of grain required to 
produce a pound of increase oC live 
weight when fed steamed and warm as 
against that fed raw and cold. lie also 
ascertained that there is a gradual av- 
erage increase to the quantity of feed 
consumed for each pound of increase 
of live weight after the second month 
of the feeding period and after the av- 
erage live weight exceeds 100 pounds. 
He also states that the largest con- 
sumption of feed occurred when the in- 
crease hi live weight was smallest. 
From this he concludes that it is 
economical to market swine when their 
weight is 180 to 200 pounds alive per 
head. In these experiments the in- 
crease of live weight per pound re-

If you have sown clover 
on wet land this spring, and want a 
good crop, it would be the jiart of wis- 
dom to drain it before winter. 


STOKAOE room out of doors for farm 


tools is cheap in the first instance, but 
the most costly thing a farmer cau in- 
dulge in in the linal reckoning. When 
they are wanted another season, and 
you find the iron and steel work rusted 
aud the wood work cracked, you will 
think that a shelter might have been 
proiilable, and you will think right. No 
matter how rough a shed you may have 
to put up with, have at least such a one 
as will protect these valuable aids in 
your work from the wind, the sun and 
the rain. 


THE most important quality in butter, 


in its effect on price, is the flavor. Un-

"Boston Baked Beam." 


"There are a great many people who 


like Boston baked beans, but they don't 
know liow to bake them," urged a 
young man who had possessed himself 
of his mother's recipe for preparing the 
dish so dear to New England people 
that he might have beans cooked in true 
Boston style. 


The fame of B. B. B.'s is worldwide, 


and when one can get a jag shaped bean- 
pot, handle, cover and all complete for 
the small outlay of 19 cents and have a 
good old recipe for making them there 
is no reason why one shouldn't eat one's 
lill and enjoy the dish to the utmost. 


Here is the recipe just as it came to 


me from the young man with an all 
abiding faith that his mother's way is 
best: Examine and wash a quart of dry 
beans (the "pea beau" is best) and put 
them in a pan with 0 quarts of water. 
Let them soak over night. In the 
morning wash them in another water 
and place over the fire with C quarts of 
cold water and a pound of salt pork 
mixed with fat aud lean. Boil them 
about half an hour. If they are cooked 
enough, they will crack open when the 
cold air comes to them. Do not let 
them boil to bursting. .Drain them, 
I«it them in the beanpot with the pork 
and a tablespoonful of salt and another 
of molasses, cover with boiling water 
and bake very slowly for 10 hours, ad- 
ding boiling water whenever they grow 
dry. 
Once is usually sufficient, but a 


new beanpot takes up more water than 
an old one. Bsfore using a new bean- 
pot boil it out iu water.—liujfalo yews. 


Perhaps the clover did not make a 


good catch, aud you are thinking of 
plowing it under and putting in some 
other crop. If you really need the 
clover, better let it stand and see what 
you can do toward improTiug it. If you 
will manure it immediately after the 
first cutting' you will find that it will 
stool out very much and cover most of 
tlie was'e places, unless the bare spots 
are very large. In that case better 
sprinkle on a little more seed where it is 
bare. 


PEAS are one of the earliest crops we 


take off, and it is a good plan to be 
reaily to follow them with something 
else. This is the more practicable be- 
cause peas are to some extent a reno- 
vation crop, and do not exhaust the 
land, The vines, when turned under, 
supply much good fertilizing material, 
and, 
the cultivation having kept the 


weeds down, the land is in good con- 
dition for working. Late cabbage and 
potatoes are two convenient crops to 
follow after the peas. 


DKVIXCI SHEETS AND TABLECLOTHS. 


—[t is a good plan, always considered, 
of course, whether time and strength 
will allow, to take linen sheets and 
tablecloths from the line when about 
half dty, shake them and smooth them 
out, 
fold them once over and hang 


tiiem over the line without any stretch- 
'ng or pulling. A couple of pins at a 
little distance from either edge will 
keep them in place. This gives more 
line room, which is often greatly need- 
ed and allows the pieces to dry in much 
better shape. Many laundresses seem 
to think that clothes may be flung 
on the line in any way whatever, 
wrinkled, folded or twisted, aa the case 
may be, but this means just so much 
additional work when 
ironing day 


comes. Things that are done right 
in the first place save much labor and 
perplexity, as well as not a little wear 
and tear of the articles themselves.
